SCHEDULE 

Amendment to Mormugao Port Employees’ (Conduct) 
Regulations 1964 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 
read with section 124(1) and (2) of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of Trustees 
of the Mormugao Port Trust hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing regulations further to amend the Mormugao Port 
Employees (Conduct) Regulations, 1964. 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the Mor- 
mugao Port Employees’ (Conduct) (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1988. 

2. The existing regulation 4 of the M.P.E. (Con¬ 
duct) Regulations 1964 shall be substituted as 
follows :— 

4(1) No employee shall take part in election 
to any legislature or local authority ; 

Provided that : 

(i) An employee qualified to vote at such 
election may exercise his right to vote 
but where he does so, he shall give no 
indication of the manner in which he 
proposed to vote or has voted ; 

(ii) An employee shall not be deemed to have 
contravened the provisions of this regula¬ 
tion by reason only that he assists in the 
conduct of an election in the due perfor¬ 
mance of a duty imposed on him or under 
any law for time being in force. 

(2) No employee shall engage himself or partici¬ 
pate in any demonstration which is prejudi¬ 
cial to the interest of the sovereignty and 
integrity of India, the security of the State, 
friendly relations with foreign states. Public 
order, decency or morality, or which invol¬ 
ves contempt of court, defamation or incite¬ 
ment to an offence. 

(3) No employee shall join, or continue to be 
a member of, an association the objects or 
activities of which are prejudicial tQ the 
interests of the soverignty and integrity 
of India, or public order or morality. 
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
